Speaking at a luncheon in the gym- 
nasium where he had received his 
Augusta Military Academy diploma 67 
years earlier, Julian Quarles, 
“35, said it was “flattering 
that you folks think what 
happened six decades ago is 
still worth remembering." 

At Reunion 2002, 
dedicated to all AMA alumni 
who served in World War Il, 
Quarles said that what he 
and other alumni learned at 
AMA "gave us the grounding 
we needed to get through 
the war."

Big Boy's canteen 

When Adams and Quarles grad- 
uated in 1935, World War | had been 
over for just 17 years. "That was sup- 
posed to be the war to end all wars,"

stories of Major Roller's exploits in the 
Ambulance Corps in France during 
World War One. The Big Boy would 
bring out a dented canteen which 
contained water from the Meuse River 
collected on Armistice Day in 1918..

Colonel Mal Livick paid tribute 
to Professor Charles Roller, Sr. in 
the annual Founder's Day 
ceremonies. For the second year 
in a row, the event was moved 
inside the Augusta Stone Church 
because of threatening weather. 

Livick commented that this was 
his 46'" Founder's Day ceremony 
since he first came to AMA in 
1956. He recalled the importance 
The Big Boy attached to these 
functions which are held as near 
as possible to 8 May, Professor 
Roller's birthday. 

Tradition has it that Professor 
Roller's wife came into class one 
May 8 to tell the boys to take the 
rest of the day off. Until Professor 
Roller died in 1907, the cele- 
bration of his birthday continued. 
After his death, Founder's Day 
was instituted to pay homage to 
him. 

Livick told those assembled on 
the wood pews of the 250 year 
old church that Professor Roller 
had attended a school operated 
by Jed Hotchkiss at Mossy Creek, 
then had gone to the University of 
Virginia 

The Civil War 

When the Civil War came, Roller 
joined Company E of JEB Stuart's 
cavalry. He was slightly wounded and 
captured the day before the war end- 
ed, and came home to a scene of 
devastation. 

Livick said that Roller began to 
teach returning Confederate veterans, 
"possibly on this site," referring to the 
church grounds where tradition says 
the Old Boss first tutored fellow vet- 
erans. 

Roller spent a year as principal of 
the Virginia School for the Deaf and 
Blind in Staunton, and served several 
years in the Virginia General Assemb- 
ly in Richmond. 

Livick remarked on Roller's pen- 
chant for punctuality: "One alumnus 
said that the Professor had never 
been late to a meeting in 60 years." 
Colonel Livick said that another AMA 
alumnus said, “He was stern, but 
never harsh."

Strong plea made 
for more volunteers 


During the annual membership meeting at the 2002

New information on our World War II heroes 


She wears her late father's AMA 
ring on a necklace, a ring damaged 
when the land mine that killed her 
father exploded. We found a photo of 
one of our KIAs. And we learned that 
an alumnus from °33 steered his 
plane home in spite of the fact that he 
had been shot in the eye. 

Ann Moore Cross is the daughter of 
Thomas R. Moore, Jr., “31, who died 
25 November 1944 after having been 
gravely injured. Mrs. Moore said her 
mother told her that he had been 
wearing his AMA class ring when he 
was wounded by a land mine. The 
stone in the ring was damaged, and 
Ann wears it on a necklace in tribute 
to her father who won the Silver Star. 

After a long and patient search, 
John Younger, “43, located the son of 
Matt Ransom, “42, and the son had 
an AMA photo of his father, right. Tom 
Myrick of Colonial Heights, VA visited 
the AMA Alumni House with the news. 
that Matt's grandfather was a Civil 
War general. 

A. L. Richmyre, °34, recalls his 
friend, Howard Hivley, °33, who was in 
the 8" Air Force flying P49s and 
P51s. In 1945, Hivley was badly 
wounded and in spite of having been 
shot in the eye, got his plane down 
safely. A.L. has lost track of Howard. 

A.L. also recalls Dave Graham, °33, 
who was a Navy pilot on a carrier 
which was sunk by the Japanese. "He 
jumped into the water just before the 
ship went under," he says. Graham 
died in 1972.

Mark gives people rides in his plane "to show them what 
it was like in 1941 to be an aviation cadet." |\f the customer 
wants it, video cameras mounted 
in the cockpit and on the tail can 
record every maneuver, and the 
customer's reaction to them. 

The plane guzzies 40 gallons of 
aviation fuel an hour as it pulls 
along the two-and-a-half ton air- 
craft. Mark bought it for $130,000 
with money he earned as an in- 
ternational race driver.

Church plans for 
campus discussed 


AMA Alumni 
Association President 
Garry Granger, “71, and 
AMA Alumni Foundation 
Trustee Rod Willey, °51, 
met with Pentecostal 
Church officials and were 
pleased to learn that the 
owners of AMA have 
plans in place to preserve 
Big Barracks while 
continuing remodeling 
work on other campus 
buildings. 

Granger said the 
church officials “told us 
that are running behind in 
completing the work 
around campus because 
all the bad publicity about 
the bankruptcy has made 
it difficult for them to 
borrow money locally. 
They had to go out of 
state for funding." 

The plan is to finish 
refurbishing Davis Hall (J 
Barracks) as soon as 
possible. They next 
intend to build a state of 
the art kitchen to handle 
the crowds of up to 400 
who are expected at 


church retreats, 
conferences and summer 
camps. 


The Pentecostals have 
just completed a major 
reconstruction of the 
swimming pool and are 
working to repair roof 
problems at the gym, Big 
Barracks, and the area 
between the science labs 
and the Big Room. 

Granger promised to 
use “internal sources to 
help with the roof repairs."

How did a cadet who only attended 
Augusta for a single year become one of the 
most ardent and impassioned of all AMA's 
alumni? 

Frank Williamson, “60, came to Augusta to 
play football. He had already graduated from 
Benedictine High School in his hometown, 
Richmond. He had been a great football 
player there, but his grades weren't sterling. 
So, his high school coach and his potential 
college coach thought a year of seasoning 
at Augusta would be a good idea. Pull down 
some good grades and get a year of prep 
school football before going on to college. 
That was the plan. 

Somewhere between the James and the 
Shenandoah, his heart was captured by the 
mystique of being an Augusta man. 

Frank lived in CW Barracks with five 
roommates — Ed Trott, Bob White, Rich 
Newman, Bobby Gevrekian, and the late 
Mike Harlow. 

"That's where my commitment to AMA 
began," says Frank. “First, we got to school 
two weeks before the Corps arrived and we 
got to pick out our roommates. It started out 
as a mutual commitment among the six of 
us, then somehow transformed into an 
understanding that it was Augusta that put 
us together and kept us together. Today, | 


am still close friends with my four surviving roomies." 


Broken ankle 


His senior year at Benedictine, Frank broke his ankle and 
missed five weeks of football. AMA's Coach Bill Ralph 
thought that Frank could play the line, center, and be a 


linebacker. He played in every varsity 
game during his year in Fort Defiance. He 
also was a defenseman for Colonel Paul 
Hoover's lacrosse team. 

His grades were good: he made the 
Honor Roll. "/ had Lieutenant Rickman for 
Spanish and did so well in that subject 
that | didn't have to take the final exam,” 
Frank remembers. 

And he worked hard: "Bob White and | 
mopped and waxed floors on Saturday 
nights when most of the Corps was at the 
movies in the Big Room, and Bob would 
sew on patches and stripes for other 
cadets, all to make some extra money.” 

After graduating from AMA, Frank went 
back home to attend Richmond 
Professional Institute, later Virginia

officiated, which he did for the next 14 years.

Commonwealth University. But he didn't play football: he 


and in his sophomore year, they married. In 1963, Frank 
went into the insurance and securities business. Eventually, 
he and his brother were in business together 


One evening, Frank and Bev met his brother, 
his wife, and their 18-year-old son for dinner. 
They were on their way to Virginia Beach for the 
weekend. Hours later, Frank got the call no one 
ever wants to get: his brother and sister-in-law 
had been killed in an auto accident and his 18- 
year-old nephew was on life support. "/ had to 
tell my mother what had happened and | had to 
make the decision to take my nephew off life 
support. These were the very toughest times of 
my life." 

Lost 100 pounds 

After the accident, Frank did too much eating 
and too much drinking. Realizing where he was 
headed, he started to diet, to exercise, and 
particularly to run. He lost 100 pounds so 


successfully that he wrote a book: Left's Get 
Frank about Weight Loss. The book sold well with Costco 
buying 8,500 copies. (This year, Byrd Newton, “62, donated 
a copy of the book to the AMA Museum.) 

Frank's business, The Greystone Group, has evolved and 
now he concentrates on benefits planning for small com- 
panies and individuals. 

But that doesn't keep VI 
this guy busy enough. » 

Playing off a lifelong 
love of history, Frank 
hooked up with the 
Historic Richmond 
Foundation and began 
conducting tours of the 
city he loves. When the 
Foundation decided to 
turn their attention to 
preservation, the 
company which took 
over the tour business 
wanted Frank to 
continue working for 
them. It started out at 
two tours a week, but 
the week Frank was 
interviewed for this 
article, he had four 
tours scheduled. 

"My best customer is the American Orient Express,” he 
says. "The train pulls in and | take over. | give them all a 
half day tour of historic Richmond, then they break into two 
groups with one going to Charlottesville and Monticello, and 
the other to Fredericksburg." 

In 1986, the Williamsons bought a house in Virginia 
Beach and they go there as often as they can. They have 
two daughters, Cynthia and Kelley, and four grandchildren, 
Houston, Hunter, Mary Douglas and Harley Marie. Frank 
loves to teach them how to fish and sometimes they do 
better than their grandpa. Their sailboat gets a lot of action. 

This year, Frank hopes to finish a murder mystery, a true 
story of a drug deal gone bad, a young man killed, his 
father a vigilante, and the police picking up the cold case. 
His 360 page book was slowed down by a computer crash 
earlier this year.

The AMA Alumni Foundation was

Plans are moving ahead to have a 
105mm _ howitzer in place in The

i.e., made unable to fire, and it will 
need to be hauled to Fort Defiance 
from its present location in Aberdeen, 
MD. Dale Powers, “58, helped make 
arrangements for the cannon to come 
on loan to AMA. He is a member of 
American Legion Post 13 in Staunton 
and American Legion posts are autho- 
rized to request the loan of artillery 
pieces for display. 

The 105 was developed in the 
1920's, perfected in the “30's, and 
went into production just as World 
War II began. It is still the standard by 
which other howitzers have been and 
are being built around the world.

Run to The Vietnam Wall 
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Roller Riders in Rolling Thunder event

emorial Day weekend marked 

a first for members of the 

Roller Riders as they partic- 
ipated in the 15 annual "Rolling 
Thunder" event in Washington, DC. 
Rolling Thunder, also known as the "Run 
to The Wall,” is a Memorial Day event 
which culminates with a massive ride 
from the Pentagon parking lot, down the 
east side of The Mall, past the Capitol 
Building, and back down the south side 
of The Mall. The last part of the trip is 
done on foot, and the final destination is 
the Vietnam War Memorial. The purpose 
of the ride is to draw attention to 
POW/MIA issues and to pay tribute to 
those who have paid the ultimate price 
for our freedom. Riders travel from all 
over the country. Some parrticipate in 
organized rides from Los Angeles and 
other major metropolitan areas. The

When Cadet John X. Aragona, “63, 
got his rifle lined up on the bullseye, 
he seldom missed. 

With Sergeant Dillow as his coach 
and his brother, Eugene, “64, also on 
the AMA rifle team, they 
had a near perfect record 
and the team placed first 
in the national competition 
among ROTC schools. In 
one of his last official acts 
before his sudden death, 
General Roller had led the 
Corps in cheers for the 
accomplishments of the 
AMA Rifleman. 

Now, 39 years later, 
Aragona has a new target 
in his sights, and he 
seems more than halfway 
through the breathe, aim, 
slack, squeeze sequence. 

In a Norfolk Virginian- 
Pilot article, the writer 
says that Aragona, "will 
marry his hopes for the 
city (Virginia Beach) his 
father helped to build with 
a passion for a pop music 
subgenre he grew to love..." 

In words we can all understand, 
Aragona wants Virginia Beach to be 
identified with beach music in the 
same way Nashville is identified with 
country music. He believes that if they 
play "it", they will come. 

"It" is Under the Boardwalk, Brenda, 
and If You Want to be Happy. 
According to Aragona, the most im- 
portant ingredient in beach music is 
fun. "When you go to the beach, the 
foremost thing on your mind is to have 
fun. It's not a cry-in-your-beer or fight- 
for-your-rights music," he says. 

Whatever "it" is, Aragona plans to 
have the world come to Virginia Beach 
to hear it. 

Moved from New York 

John's father, John A. Aragona, an 
Italian born house-painter in New York 
City, moved his family to Virginia 
Beach in 1955 when young John was 
ten. When John A. made plans for a 
big subdivision in Princess Anne 
County, he was told he would never 
talk folks into living there

But those familiar with that area of 
Virginia can tell you where to find 
Aragona Village, Princess Anne Plaza, 
Diamond Springs Homes, Lago Mar 
and Magic Hollow, all developed by 
John A. Aragona.

sent John X. and his 
brother Gene off to 
AMA. John was an 
Augusta cadet for 
seven years. 

The 1963 Recall 
called John, "one bang- 
up cadet... who no one 
is going to put anything 
over on..." After six 
years of trying, John 
made the Privilege List 
his last year, marched 
in the Roller Rifles, and, 
of course, excelled as a 
marksman. 

One of the reasons 
John was labelled by 
Chuck Savedge as 
“loaded with POW 
potential” was his part in blocking the 
archway with piles of chairs, an act 
officially chronicled in a photo on page 
229 of the 1963 Recall. 

When John graduated from AMA, 
he came home to Virginia Beach, then 
took some college courses in Italy. He 
was known for driving powerful cars 
very fast and had a few run-ins with 
the law, but he joined his Dad in

several projects before the elder 


Aragona died in 1975.

Seven years later, young John 
backed a beach music show at Myrtle 
Beach, SC which was hosted by Wolf- 
man Jack, but Aragona lost money on 
the deal. He backed a TV awards 
special on beach music, but it never 
aired.

He released an album of local 
beach musicians called The Sound of 
Virginia Beach in 1999, but it didn't do 
well. Still, he persists. 

Speaking about a TV series on 
beach music, Aragona told the 
Virginian-Pilot, "| hope to sell the 
series...and beach music could be- 
come Virginia's largest industry and 
employer within a few short years, 
generating billions of dollars for 
Hampton Roads... Even if | get run 
over by a truck tomorrow, there's no 
doubt in my mind that beach music is 
going to happen."

On 18 April 1942, just four months after the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor, Colonel Jimmy Doolittle and Jack 
Manch, ~38, led a squadron of 16 B-25s off the deck of 
the USS Hornet to drop the first American bombs on 
Tokyo in World War Il. 

The 60" anniversary of that historic event was noted at 
the AMA Alumni House/Museum with members of the 
Manch family on hand to cut a ribbon opening a World 
War II exhibit in the AMA Museum

Jack Manch was the son of Major Martin Manch who taught German 
and English at AMA, and directed the AMA Band. Flying copilot in the third 
plane off the carrier deck, Jack dropped his bombs on the Japanese capital, 
then flew on to China where he and his crew parachuted from his plane 
as it ran out of fuel. 

The original plan had been to launch the planes 400 miles off the 
Japanese coast, but the Hornet was spotted by a Japanese fishing boat 
800 miles at sea, and the B25s didn't have enough fuel to reach their 
intended destinations, Chinese airfields in the hands of friendly forces. 

Manch made it back to American lines with the help of friendly Chinese 
and was able to come home to 
Staunton and to visit the AMA campus 
where he was greeted as a hero. 

Manch was killed in 1958 as he 
steered his crippled aircraft away from 
a residential area at Las Vegas.

Woodrow Wilson Birthplace has ABA vba 


The Four R's — Readin’, ‘Ritin’, % e —*, “ <f pes 
*Rithmetic and Religion — is the topic of 4 ¢ 
an exhibit at the birthplace of Woodrow 
Wilson in Staunton, and AMA has a 
prominent role in the display. 

The exhibit relates to education in 
Augusta County during the life of Wilson, 
America's 28'" President, and includes 
artifacts from AMA, SMA, Fishburne, 
Mary Baldwin, Stuart Hall and the Virginia 
School for the Deaf and Blind. 

Displays of cadet uniforms, school 
architecture and the curriculums of each 
school are highlighted. The uniform rep- 
resenting AMA is a reproduction sack 
coat worn by the US Army from 1863 
until 1900, and the first uniforms to be 
worn by AMA cadets. Professor Charles 
S. Roller, AMA's founder, procured 
surplus US Army uniforms for AMA 
around 1875.

Letters to Drayton 
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Where the heck is Pearl Harbor?

Distressed that history books today have been sanitized 
and stories of the past distorted, Smiley Collingwood set 
out to correct the situation by writing to his first grandchild, 
Drayton, to tell him how it really happened. This is the first 
half of the first chapter of what has turned out to be a book, 
and it's all about AMA. A second installment will be in the 
next issue. 


Fort Defiance, Virginia wasn't exactly a town or a village 
- just a quiet, wide place in the road about a mile south of 
Mount Sidney on the Old Valley Pike. Though modest in 
size, it genuinely reflected the charm, character and the 
history of the Shenandoah Valley. A few of the local 
residents still recalled the time, during the "War of Yankee 
Aggression," when cadets from the Virginia Military Institute 
marched through here on their way to support Breckinridge 
at the Battle of New Market. Since then, more than 
seventy-five years ago, time has whittled little change in the 
countryside or the rectitude of its residents. 

Off the highway to the west, against the backdrop of the 
Allegheny Mountains, the Old Stone Church nestled 
peacefully in a stand of study maples. Presbyterians had 
conducted Sunday services here since 1749. Alone on the 
east side of the road, its back to the Blue Ridge, stood a 
single-story weathered red brick building that served as 
post office, general store and one-pump gas station. A 
hand-painted sign centered above the doorway identified it 
as "The Fort." 

About three hundred yards farther down the road, a long 
tree-lined driveway sloped to the right. A small, formal sign 
announced, "Augusta Military Academy, founded 1865." 
Established by Charles Roller, a veteran of J.E.B. Stuart's 
1* Virginia Cavalry, Augusta commanded the honor of 
being the oldest military prep school in the Commonwealth. 

America enters World War II 

Sunday morning, 7 December 1941 downed cold and 
bright in Fort Defiance. Since early morning, a chill wind 
had swept across the Valley from the Alleghenies to the 
Blue Ridge. For Augusta's cadets, the uniform for church 
formation was overcoats. 

At 1030, the Corps of Cadets, except for the Catholic and 
Jewish fellows who already had left in the school bus for 
services in Staunton, assembled in front of Big Barracks. 
From there, they marched with muffled cadence to the Old 
Stone Church on top of the knoll hardly a hundred yards 
from the gymnasium. Platoon after platoon of grey uniform- 
ed cadets filed in quietly and took their places in the hard, 
upright pews. Reverend McBride smiled, pleased with the 
attendance. Cadets occupied all the seats on the right side 
while on the left, faculty and their families accounted for a 
few more, 

Viewed from the church yard, Augusta's barracks seemed 


indestructibly stark. The symmetry of its partially ivy- 
covered gray fieldstone and stucco walls vividly contrasted 
with the rolling farmland of the Virginia valley. The building 
resembled a square fortress completely enclosed on all four 
sides with a large open quadrangle in the center. A sentry 
box, containing an alarm gong, stood in the center of the 
quadrangle. There were two entrances: the main arch 
centered in the front, and a small postern gate in the right 
fear corner. The barracks rose three stories on all sides 
except in front where a tower above the main arch added 
two more floors. From a white flagpole rising from the 
tower's parapet, the Stars and Stripes whipped in the crisp 
breeze. 

Following the church service, cadets were free to return 
to barracks without a formation. | joined Angus Hines and 
his roommate Billy Haycox as we slowly started down the 
hill toward school. Both Billy and | were juniors, but Angus, 
a senior and a serious student, was looking forward to 
graduating in June and joining the Navy. 

Military service inevitable 

For a long time, probably since before junior high, we all 
knew that we would serve in some branch of the armed 
forces. As a result, the Corps of Cadets in general, and 
particularly the seniors and juniors, took the military portion 
of their training quite seriously. On the other hand, an all- 
male boarding school offered an abundance of opportunity 
for all kinds of pranks, usually referred to as hell raising. 
The most recent of these incidents provided the subject of 
our conversation and laughter as we ambled down the hill 
and back toward barracks. 

The barracks, constructed of steel and concrete, con- 
tained hot water radiators in each room. A continuous 
piping system connected all the heaters on the top floor 
and then down through the second floor to the first through 
holes drilled in the concrete floors. 

Billy and Angus lived on the third stoop directly above my 
roommate, Dave Douglass, and me. Beneath us on the 
first stoop, or ground floor, roomed two new cadets who, 
when not studying, spent most of their time boot licking. 
The Corps frowned on and covertly discouraged that sort of 
activity. 

Last night, in the middle of study hour, someone had 
poured lighter fluid down the pipe running from the third 
stoop, through our room, to the first floor. Ignited from 
above, the ball of flame had shot through our room with a 
loud whoosh on its way to the first stoop room below. 
There, on the floor, a pool of lighter fluid more than a yard 
in diameter had burst into flame with a brilliant flash. 

Immediately, the two new cadets had jumped up from

Plaque honoring Hilton Roller Grasty 


The granddaughter of AMA's founder and the daughter 
of Colonel and Mrs. Tom Roller has been honored with a 
plaque now exhibited in the AMA Alumni House/Museum. 

"From the beginning, Hilton Roller Grasty has offered 
encouragement and financial help to get us where we are 
today," says AMA Alumni President Garry Granger, *71. 
"When we needed funds badly, she was there, and she has 
been a constant source of encouragement to us." 

Hilton's grandfather, Professor Charles S. Roller, Sr., 
founded AMA after the Civil War. In the early 1900's as ill 
health curtailed his activities, Professor Roller called his two 
sons home to help run the school. When Professor Roller 
died in 1907, his sons, Tom and Charles, Jr., took over. 

The brothers operated Augusta together until Colonel 
Tom died in 1946. 

Hilton and Tom, “36, grew up in Beaumont, the beautiful 
white Georgian adjacent to the campus. The house which 
is now the AMA Alumni House was Professor Roller's 
original home in Fort Defiance. After his death, the house 
was occupied by Colonel Warren and Maggie Belle Robin- 
son. As a child and beyond, Hilton often played in and 
visited the “old house.” 

Alumni remember the sparkle in her eyes when Hilton 
first saw the renovated building which now houses the AMA 
Museum. "It is absolutely beautiful," she said. "! can't 
believe what a wonderful job has been done."

their desks, opened the door, and shouted for the Officer of 
the Day. "OD! OD, sir! Our room's on fire!" 

As quickly as the fireball had appeared, it vanished. By 
the time the Cadet OD and the Corporal of the Guard had 
arrived from the guardroom, there wasn't a trace of 
anything unusual. No marks on the pipe, not even a tell-tale 
stain on the concrete floor. The piping had been warm, but 
no warmer than the radiator. Unable to find anything out of 
the ordinary, the OD ordered the cadets to resume their 
studying, closed the door behind him, and returned to the 
guardhouse. Smiley, Billy looked at Angus with a straight 
face and said, "Roomie, remind me to get some lighter fluid 
for my Zippo when we go to town tomorrow." 

As we entered the main arch of the barracks, Angus 
suggested, "Smiley, why don't you come on up and we'll 
listen to some shortwave?

up." After retrieving my headset, | hurried upstairs. Billy was 
not there, but Angus was leaning over his receiver, listening 
intently.

"Hi, Smiley. | was just trying to find 
something on 80 meters. Pull up Billy's chair. I'll plug in 
your headset... There's a bunch of automatic stuff... much 
too fast for us..." 

Angus tuned to the proper frequency to get a time hack, 
and we both set our watches. It was exactly 1230. Then, he 
went back to slowly tuning from one end of the band to the 
other. He found someone transmitting at ten words a 
minute, smiled, and said, "Hey, that's more like your speed, 
Smiley.

doors until each member of the Corps stood behind his 
chair. 

“Seats!,” ordered the First Captain. A muffled rumbling 
followed as the battalion moved as one man to seat itself 
for lunch. Each table accommodated ten cadets — a cadet 
officer at the head, a cadet non-commissioned officer at the 
opposite end and four cadets on either side. 

Although it was popular to complain about the cooking, 
Sunday's fare usually provided a special treat. One thing 
was certain: there were always plenty of apples and stewed 
tomatoes. This was apple country, and at every meal they 
showed up in one form or another. This day, they were, like 
the tomatoes, stewed. Rumor had it that Lieutenant 
Fontaine, the Post Steward, added an especially large dose 
of saltpeter to the stewed tomatoes on Sunday because the 
Corps went into town on Mondays. 

Weekend seemed backwards 

For Augusta's cadets, the weekend seemed backwards 
Sunday afternoon, unless it was raining, featured a dress 
parade. Monday mornings consisted of three hours of 
military tactics, and in the afternoon, penalty tours for those 
who had demerits, or town leave for those with clean 
slates. 

The closest town was Staunton, home of Mary Baldwin 
College and Stuart Hall, both girl's schools, and Staunton 
Military Academy, Augusta's staunch rival. The negative 
feeling between cadets of the two schools had grown so 
strong that the two commandants agreed never to permit 
both Corps into town at the same time. 

After we had finished lunch, the First Captain dismissed 
the battalion, and we exited the mess hall, one table after 
the other. Stepping out through the doorway into the bright 
afternoon sunlight, | shivered as the cold wind gusted 
around the corner of the barracks. Dark clouds off to the 
west were beginning to look a lot like snow. 

Hurrying through the main arch and up the metal stair- 
way, | went directly to Angus’ room, knocking and entering 
in the same motion. Billy, stretched out on the upper bunk, 
casually leafed through a Norfolk newspaper while Angus, 
bent over his Hallicrafters, copied code to a lined note pad 
As | sat down, he pushed the earphones up on his head. 

In his deep Suffolk drawl, he said, “Some clown on here 
is saying that planes are bombing one of our island bases 
in the Pacific Ocean. He's going too fast and doesn't have 
a very good wrist, so I'm having trouble telling where his 
words end. Hang on a minute, Smiley, and maybe we can 
get something on one of the voice frequencies.” 

Airplanes bombing Pearl 

Carefully, he rotated the large tuning knob. “There, that 
sounds like a broadcast in English. Can you hear him 
okay?" The faint voice coming in over the crackling static 
sounded British. He was talking about airplanes bombing 
someplace called Pearl Harbor. 

"Where the heck is Pearl Harbor?", | asked. 

"Oh, you Yankees,” said Angus. "It's a damn good thing 
you've come south for an education. Pearl Harbor is one of 
our biggest naval bases. It's in the Pacific Ocean between 
California and Japan." 


Said |, "You mean someone is attacking one of the 
Hawaiian Islands? Has he said who is doing the bombing?" 

"| can't tell for sure, but | think he said the planes had 
Japanese markings. Be quiet for a minute and listen. Let's 
see if we can get some more information."

| handed him a headset and as he listened, his ex- 
pression began to change to one of dead seriousness, and 
his face reddened. “Angus,” he asked, "where's this coming 
from, England?" "Nope," Angus said. “At first, | thought so, 
but now | think it's Australia or New Zealand or maybe 
Hong Kong. Or it could be coming directly from Hawaii.”

The National D-Day Memorial 
Foundation's chief contractor is seek- 
ing a way to get paid for his work. 

A. C. "Buzzy" Coleman, “58, oper- 
ates the Coleman-Adams Construction 
Company in Forest, VA, near Bedford 
and has filed suit against the Founda- 
tion. According to newspaper stories, 
Coleman is owed some $2 million and 
the memorial's architects another 
$700,000. Coleman and Architect 
Byron Dickson say they owe hundreds 
of thousands of dollars to subcon- 
tractors, consultants and engineers. 

D-Day Memorial Foundation Presi- 
dent William Mcintosh says that the 
sagging state and national economy, 
the events of September 11, and an 
ongoing investigation by the U. S. 
Attorney has made it difficult to raise 
the money they need. 

Donations have brought in $700,000 
since last July, a mail campaign raised 
$300,000 and $200,000 has been 
generated by the gift shop, parking 
fees and coins tossed into a pool 

In spite of its financial problems, the 
memorial has been a major success 
educationally. Memorial educators 
have lectured to some 7,000 school- 
children and a platoon of docents and 
volunteers has told the D-Day story to 
310,000 visitors since President Bush 
dedicated the memorial last year. 

Newspapers report that the Founda- 
tion began to slide into debt about a 
year ago and owe creditors as much 
as $5 million. Some AMA alumni who 
visited the Memorial during Reunion 
2002 have asked how they can help.

Therefore, they 
shoot with the minimal resolution, or dots per inch (dpi), 
and most save their photos in a format called .jpeg 

This combination virtually guarantees that the photo will 
not reproduce well in The Bayonet. 

In order to get pictures that are sharp, clear and will look 
good in The Bayonet, the photos need to be taken at: 
300 dpi, or higher, and should be saved as tif files. 

Most digital cameras will give you the option of saving 
your pictures in either the .jpeg or .tif format, and also will 


give you the option of increasing the resolution to 300 dpi 
(from the 72 dpi which may be the default setting for your 
digital camera). 

Of course, taking pictures at 300 dpi will mean that you 
will get far fewer pictures on your disc. 

A 4if file of 300 dpi, or more, will generally look very good 
when printed on a Bayonet page. 

If your camera will not permit you to shoot at 300 dpi, 
then take the picture in the highest resolution the camera 
will allow. Saving it as a -tif file guarantees that all the dots 
which make up the photo are saved, and will be reproduced 
when your picture gets to our printer. 

Get the red out! 

One other thing: photos, digital or conventional, which are 
overwhelmingly red do not reproduce well 

Red reproduces as black, and when our AMA Blue ink is 
added, you get very dark pictures where details in the 
picture are lost 

We appreciate all the offers of photos. Pictures tell the 
story better than anything.
